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REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION 

Dear Sir. 

Reconsideration of the rejection mailed May 13, 2005 is requested. 

All of the independent claims in this application require a magnet having at least one set 
of north and south poles, with an axis defined between the north and south poles. One of this 
magnet and a Hall effect sensor is mounted on an item movable relative to the other. Relative 
movement between the magnet and the sensor is along a path. The path and the axis are recited 
as being non-parallel. 

The examiner rejects these claims over the patent to Reichl, et al. 

The Reichl, et al. patent, however, cannot meet the claimed limitations even as broadly 
outlined above. In Reichl, et al., a magnet 11 has its north and south poles spaced in a parallel 
direction (in fact in the exact direction) to a direction of movement R. A flux-conducting part 12 
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has an angled surface spaced from a sensor, which may be a Hall effect sensor. However, 
element 12 is not the magnet. Element 11 is the magnet. All of the movement of element 1 1, or 
for that matter 12, is parallel to the direction R, and hence the axis between the north and south 
poles. The limitation that the path and axis are non-parallel is not met. 

For the reasons set forth above, all claims are still allowable. An indication .of such is 
requested.
